Edilorial Gentilily.

A well known correspondent of a
leading newspaper, in one of his lers
ters; relating wainly to the journals and
_juurn:nli-ts of Chicago, tovk vecasion to
remark in a genersl way to the follow-
ing purpose; I somerimes wonder what
it is in the profession that stiffcns the
backbone aud sours the temper. Why
is it that the politeness, paticnce—in &
word, the good breeding common 10
other pursuits cannot exist in a first
class jompalist? This iovolves a too
sweeping accusation, since there are
unquestionably to be found very many
firsi class joarnalists in the country
who are 1o the highest sense gentlewmen
—nnt indeed mere pr:nclict-.r.-s of eon-
ventional politeness and e unting-house
aflability, but men considerate of th
gepnsibiiaties of others, and ut all times
cordial in giving proper attention to
those who way ask it of them. Srill,
the complaint is not without a very
considerable foundation, especially with
respect to the journalists of the larger
eities.  Your wetropolitan newspaper
man, from the wanaging editor down
to the police court reporter, is only less
inflited and self<important than those
most pompous of mortals. railroad sa-
perinterdents snd bank cashiers ; and
as a rule the underlings omdo ther
superiors in affecting airs, and in their
arrogant efforts to impress the outside
world with an idea of their superioriry
over ordinary humanity. We have met
mwany characters of this stamp in our
relations with the press afd have been
led to ask ourselves in the vein of the
correspondent quoted, what is there in
the profession of jourpali-m that
prompts or warrants such a spirit and
habits in its votaries !  To those who
are famihar with the internal life and
wnkings of the daily newspaper, with
its continual drudgery and the exces-
sive strain upon the energies of those
engaged in 118 production, and who
know how comparatively small is the
reward which such workers receive,
thig prclcnuinn looks Hupn-n]q-ly ridi
enlons, and intellicent men can hardiy
fail to entertain a simi'ar view. albeit
their judgwent may be tempered by
the respect they feel towards a respon-
gible avd hon rable calling.  To our
notion there is no profession in which
gentlemanly, courteous conduct is more
demanded than in that of journalism
1 he editor should feel that to his per-
gsona' dejorrment, not less than o his
ability as a writer and thinker, muxt
he look for consideration and influence

a boor, and the man who canaot be u
gentlemnn is our of his sphere in the
role of an editor. We know that it
might be argued in defence that the
journalist is so frequently harrassed
and annoyed by all sorts of people, with
uil sorts of business with no interest to
anyone but themseives, that selfsprotec-
tion forces him to adopt a repelling
mannver and exercise it indiscriminately;
but the excuse is not sufficient.

A New Way of Making Cheese.

In a conversaiion recently with an

intelligent gentleman, one interested in |

all tafin processes and practie dly ln~1
miliar with many parts of farming, he |
related the manncr  of "l;lkl!l:-' ol
rather pressing, cheese, practiced by a
peighbor of his—a woman skilled i
household economy. and Famous for her
nice cheese. With the number of cows
ususlly kept, 1t takes three days to
wake a cheese,  Her former method
was to run up a cemd each morning,
keeping them until the third day, theo
unxing old and new curds together,
and putting them 1ato the hoop and
pressing.  Her practice is now 0 run
up the curd and put it into the press
at ouce, the hoop berag about oue third
full. The vext morning the second
curd is ran up, that which was in the
hoop was taken out, the cloth chinved.
placed 10 the hoop again, the top of 1t
then seratched or broken with a fork,
and the second curd put 1w, when it s
agan placed 1 the press, where it re
watns all day. The third wmoroi s
curd is then run up, the cheese tak v
from the press, turned, the surtace
hucked vup with a fork, und the third
curd agam shiced on, bringing the first
curd in the middle of the cheese. Itis
then pressed sufficiently, taken vut aud
placed iu the curing-room. By ths
process, the work cach worning iy
clearad all away, and a good-sized
cheese is produced, of superior quulity,
and one ar® firm aud solid as it ali were
placed in the hovp at one time.— Muine
Farmer.
